Returns  as  of  March  1  show  the  Nation's  total  rated  storage  capacity  for 
grains,  beans,  and  flaxseed  to  be  1,505,94-3,000-  bushels.     It  is  estimated  tliat  vhen 
all  returns  a.re  in,   this  capacity  vdll  be  increased  by  about  3  percent*     Bulk  stor- 
age capacity  reported  vras'  1,173,776,0/^0  bushels;  sacked  storage  317,976,000  bushels; 
and  crib  storage  14,191,000  bushels.    iMevr  construction  either  under  way  or  planned 
as  of  K^.rzh  1  vrculd  incrsaee  the  present-  stor-'^gc'  c/?px^  city  by  70,754,000  bushels. 
Total  stocks  of  all  grams,  beans,  and  flaxseed  in  these  storages,  as  of  March  1, 
were  745,147^000  bushels. 

The  suTYe^r  covered  all  commercial  storage  facilities,  including  idle  plants 
that  could  readily  be  placed  in  ooeration.     It  did  not  include  farm  storage  nor 
the  136,000,000  bushels  of  storage  represented  by  steel  bins  owned  by  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation. 

The  survey,  the  first  of  its  kind  to  cover  the  entire  Nation,  wa.s  raa.de  by 
the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  and  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 
It  v/as  designed  primporil.}?-  to  obtain,  basic  storage  capacity  da,ta  for  the  use  of  the 
National  Defense  Advisory  Commission  and  the  Commodity-  Credit  Cor^Doration.  The 
.survey  covered  all  establishments  storing  vmeat,  corn,  oats,  barley,  rye,  rice, 
•flaxseed,  soybeans,  dr^''  neans,  and  grain  sorghums.     Such  establishments  included 
elevators,  vrarehouses,  flour  and  feed  mills,  corn,   soj^bean,  and  flaxseed  products 
mills,  malting  plants,  breweries,  distilleries,  bean  cleaning  plants,  and  ricej^fflills. 

The  745,147,000  bushels  of  total  stocks  on  March  1  were  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing:   V.Tieat  412,119,000;  shelled  corn  147,555,000;   ear  corn  5,060,000;  oats 
31,168,000;  barley  35,955,000;  rye  11,915,000;  rice  20,146,000;  flaxseed  10,126,000;

bushels  of  other  commodities  not  s-oecif ica.llj'-  named.  ''  Corn  st'ored  in  steel  bins  by 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corr)oration  on  March  1,  amounting  to  115,070,000  bushels  v/as 
not  included  in  the  survey.  ■ 

When  the  March  1  stocks  of  745,147,000  bushels  are  subtracted  from  the  total 
reported  capacity  of  1,505,945,0^0  bushels,   there  is  a  rem.ainder  of  760,795,000 
bushels  of  unoccupied  space,     Not  all  of  this  is  p.vailable  storage  space,  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  warns,  because  some  allov/ance  must  be  made  for  work- 
ing space  and  for  partially  filled  bins  to  which,  for  various  reasons,  no  more 
grain  can  be  added.     The  unoccupied  space  as  reported  on  March  1  ta±es  this  into 
account  as  only  516,287,000  bushels  are  reported  available  on  that  date.     This  is  a
